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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -27 are allowable over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1 & 16, the combination of teachings of US 5,610,390 to 
Miyano in view of US 6,777,661 B2 to Summa et al does not disclose nor suggest the 
microlenses causing the light to be incident on both the first and second photosensitive 
cells. Miyano discloses that the center (A1) of pixel (12) being shifted from the center 
(A2) of lens (20). Miyano discloses the lenses (20) to converge light onto openings (14) 
of pixels (12). Summa et al discloses pixels (20) that comprise a photodiode (30) and a 
VCCD (40), in which the photodiode (30) and the VCCD (40) have different sensitivities 
(see column 1, lines 35-48). US 2004/0125226 A1 to Kubo disclose a solid-state image 
pickup apparatus comprising two photosensitive cells (44, 46) with different sensitivities 
disposed beneath a microlens (50); however, Kubo does not disclose the shift of the 
optical center of the microlens from a center of the corresponding photosensor. As a 
result, independent claims 1 & 16 and dependent claims 2-15 & 17-27 are allowable 
over the prior art.
